So far I seem to be missing the point of this whole discussion. 


1. If the proposition is:"Someone who got their license before 1975 knows 
more than someone who got their license last year" then the statements is 
probably true but trivial. After all the older ham has a 26 year head 
start. 


2. If the proposition is:"I got my license back when it was a lot harder 
so I am smarter than the newcomers" then this may be true but how do we 
factor out the experience factor. Also there are changes in curriculum to 
consider. 


3. This discussion really only has relevance in the United States. 


4. A radio amateur's worth should be measured by what they contribute to 

the hobby. Consider this: Packet radio was not invented by a pre 1975 extra, 
nor was PSK31 or IRLP just to name a few examples. I am sure that extras 
have made many important contributions but I would venture that other hams 
value them for the contributions not because of their license. 


5. A radio amateur's worth should not necessarily be measured by their 
technical prowess. One of the reasons I was interested in ham radio was 


that a kindly ham near Rosthern Sask. (VE5IN) took the time to make 
casette tapes of QSO's for me. This is not high tech but it meant the 
world to me 20 years ago as a young college student who didn't even have a 
shortwave radio. 


6. Ham radio is a vast hobby. Why do we need to get hung up on what 
license someone has and when they got it?

There was some question (skepticism!) on the QRP list recently about using 
back-to-back filament transformers to provide B+ for a small transmitter. 
Being curious about this myself I wired up a circuit consisting of two Radio 
Shack 12.6VCT 3A transformers back-to-back, driving a full wave bridge and a 
33 uF filter cap. I used a 1625 tube (807 with a 12V heater) as a variable 
load, with heater driven from the first transformer and control grid driven 
from 18V (two 9V batteries in series) across a pot. The tube was connected 
in triode mode (screen and plate tied together). Here's what I found (I'm 
sure the columns won't line up!): 


B+(V) Ip (mA) 


156 0 
153 10 
150 20 
147 30 
144 40 
142 50 
140 60 
135 70 
132 80 


At this point the readings were bouncing around quite a bit as I didn't have 
enough filtering to handle the current load, so I stopped. I ran the setup 
for an hour at 70 mA (10W DC load) and the transformers were just moderately 
warm. Tonight I'll crank it up a little more and let it run for a few 
hours. 


This tells me that these two transformers back-to-back have plenty of 
capacity to handle a QRP-level (or more) transmitter. Some tubes designed 
for low B+ (e.g. 12L6, 12DB5) would run quite nicely at 130-140V. Tubes 
designed for higher voltage (12AQ5, 5763) might need a voltage doubler to 
get the most power out of them, but even these tubes should be able loaf 
along at QRP levels with 140V. So, just do it!

P.S. Don't forget the 5763 has a 6.3V heater! Just connect it across one 
lead of the 12.6V secondary and the secondary center tap. If you use a 
separate (6V) oscillator tube connect that heater across the other side of 
the secondary to help balance the load.

He was a fund of information 
and could explain a lot of things that in the books just whizzed right over 
my head. And, I still remember virtually sleeping with the ARRL Handbook 
for those two years. 


We had "license manuals" with example questions, etc. but nothing like the 
test questions and answers and practice tests that are available today.

I've been calling it the W7ZOI 555 keyer, but Doug DeMaw may have had a hand 
in it too. This has been one of my favorite projects. It's as old the TT2, 
the parts cost me about $3.25 minus connectors and case, and it doesn't need 
to be programmed. It's very basic, the only feature is the speed control. 


Has anyone -- ever -- seen a pe board for this keyer? 


For that small minority that doesn't know, the schematic is on page 178 of 
"Solid State Design for the Radio Amateur," published by the ARRL. My copy 
is in pieces. I've referred to this book countless times, it's one of the 
best buys in radio books. The book, and my J-38 are the only items left 
from my hamming days in the 70s. 


Ten Tec has a budget keyer kit for $12 that may be an upgrade of the 555 
keyer. Can anyone give me the details of that kit? The web site doesn't 
waste much space on $12 kits. If you don't have a junk box, the Ten Tec kit 
might be the best choice. 


Yes, I know about the K1EL and the TIC keyers. My interest here is in the 
555 design. Yes, PIC keyers may be better, but someone has to program them. 


I'll think up some more radio bull soon.

But there were 30 taking the test and only 12 passed- we were 
5 of them.

Greetings from the Depths of the Great Bergen Swamp 


Way back when, I took the Novice and Technician course from RAGS, the 


Radio Amateurs of Greater Syracuse, my instructor was Les, W20QY (later 
W2CM) . 


We had regular quizzes with sample exams. How, you may ask, did we get 
the sample questions? Well, members of the club wrote down the questions 
they remembered after they took their exams and made up a pool. 


When I took the test, non of the sample questions I was quizzed on was on 
either test (I sat in for the Novice and the Technician the same night, 
perfectly fine in 1965), but when I sat for the General in front of the 
FCC I got the EXACT SAME exam that I took for Technician! Go figure... 


I squeaked thru the code, sweated blood for the 13 WPM when I upgraded 
for General, breezed thru the Advanced 10 years later (Guess that I 
learned something in that decade!) and did not get to the Extra until 
1995 (I passed). 


In the interim I switched career paths (I am color-blind and the Navy 
would not let me be an ET or RM so I became a pipefitter, close I guess), 
and found out that all commercial exams in my newly chosen field expected 
that one would take a review course prior to taking an exam. Sort of 
like a week of "Radio Camp" followed by your test. 


People, these are some downright NASTY exams! Most of the questions are 

based on footnotes in the codes and exceptions to the Rules! For anyone 

that would like to complain about the amateur radio exams of ANY era, may 
I suggest that you sit in for a NAVSHIPS 250-1500 test. If you come out 

of that test and are not ready to babble, or get a still drink, my hat's 

off to you! 


I just completed my CWI (Certified Weld Inspector) Exam last month under 
AWS D1.1. I have 30 years in metal fab and inspection and I am still 
shaking my head over that one. I get my results around 1 Feb 2002 and 
would not place a nickle bet on the test either way! Give me the Extra 
exam cold any day... 


Why would I take such a test? Well, I like my job, and to hold onto it I 
need to advance. Why did I finally take the Extra? It was the next step 
to advance to. If a test above and beyond the Extra came out (Fat 
chance!) would I take it? You bet I would. 


Maybe a better test for "Amateur" ability would be to drop a box 
containing your original Novice station in front of you and see how long 
it would take to put it back together, get on the air and make a contact. 


I would try it if I could find a Hallicrafters SX-25 and a Viking 
Adventurer in this day and age!

Brian and the List, 


According to the rules for the DXCC, WAS and WAC 
awards and those of the General Certification 
Rule, you must have the confirmations in hand 
before applying for the awards of QRPARCI. The 
only exception is the QRP-25 Award which only 
requires that you work 25 or more club members. 
Confirmations are not required for the QRP-25 
Award. The confirmation requirement is one of the 
things that separates the new ARRL QRP DXCC from 
our DXCC Award. Our award requires the confirm and 
it is endorsable while the ARRL QRP DXCC does not 
and is not endorsable. 


The GCR list is something that simply states that 
2 licensed amateurs of at least General Class or 
higher have in fact seen your QSL cards and 
certify, with their signatures, that you do 
qualify for the award applied for. A GCR is not to 
be used for certifying that you only have the 
station recorded in a logbook. 


It is also important to send along with your 
application, a list of stations confirmed in 


callsign order. I do review these lists and I do 
recognize many of the DX callsigns listed on most 
applications. Many applicants send me copies of 
the QSL cards. This works best. Remember to 
include copies of both sides if it is a 2 sided 
QSL. Besides it is fun to see who worked and 
confirmed what station. 


I strongly DO NOT recommend that you send me the 
original QSL card. I cannot and will not be 
responsible for originals sent in with an 
application. I lost about 150 QSL's many years 
ago that were sent in for endorsement on my ARRL 
DXCC certificate. They were never received by the 
ARRL and have not been found to this date. The 
cards were not replaceable. That is 150 countries 
I had to work all over again and get QSL's from. 


So that is the story.

The toroid transformer on the meter board has more 
than a few turns of wire fused together and the 
component next to it (I think it was a small 
variable trimmer cap) is completely missing.

Well, here we go again. I finally got around to collecting 


some data to compare with the simulations of a tapped coil 
tuning circuit. 


The experimental circuit was comprised of a B & W 

Miniductor #3010 coil (box has a sticker saying $.63 but I 

see that B & W is now asking $15 !!!) and three 1% fixed mica 
caps. A 68 pF cap spanned the entire coil. A 56 pF and 330 pF 
cap were attached to one end. Their other ends were terminated 
each in a short piece of wire and clips so that they could be 
attached at different tap points. The #3010 coil according to 

B & W is 2.50 uH, 3 inches long, 3/4" diameter, 8 tpi and 18 ga. 
I measured the length as 2 13/16" at 24 turns (I assume that 
the plastic has shrunk with age). 


Resonance frequency was determined using a homebrew grid dip 
oscillator (device can be seen at 

http://www. geocities.com/alibhernlem/Radio/gdo.htm1) 

and Sony ICF-2010 receiver. The dip was located in 

two stages with the probe up close and then drawn back several 
inches to reduce coupling. The frequency was then read off the 
receiver when it was tuned to the GDO. 


With neither fixed cap attached to a tap point the resonant 
frequency was 11.195 Mc. This corresponds to an inductance of 
3.00 uH with 68 pF across it. 

Using the empirical formula: 

L = (r42)*(n4%2) /(9r+101) 

where: 

is coil radius in inches, 

is number of turns, 


is length in inches, 
is inductance in uH 


-rHOR 


the coil had an inductance of 2.571 uH. 


Three different sets of SPICE simulations were performed 

based on these numbers. In all cases, the coil was simulated 

as two series inductors, L1 and L2, with a coupling coefficient, K. 
The difference in the simulations was in the way L1, L2 and K 

were designated. 


In case 1, L1 and L2 were assigned values equal to the fraction 
of the number of turns comprising each segment squared times 
the overall inductance determined by the initial resonance 


(i.e L = 3.00 uH). K was set to 1. 


In case 2, L1 and L2 were assigned values according to the 
empirical formula above considering the dimensions and number 
of turns in each segment. K was calculated as: 


K = (L - L1 - L2)/(2*(L1*L2)%0.5) 


In case 3, L1 and L2 were assigned as in case 1 but using the 
overall coil inductance value of 2.571 uH from the empirical 
formula.

Observations: 


1) Case 1 MUCH more closely simulated the 56 pF tap data at all tap points 
than either of the other two cases. 


2) While both Case 1 and Case 2 were not as good at simulating the 386 pF 
data, the trend in Case 2 was more similar. 


Observation 2 lead me to try Case 3 since there seemed to be a discrepency 
in my "measured" value of L and that predicted by formula (and according to 
B & W). However ... 


3) Case 3 was worse in both situations. 

4) The greatest deviation in the simulations from the experimental data were 
when the tap point was in the center of the coil and all of the simulations 
significantly overpredicted the resonance frequency at those at these points 
with the larger capacitance. 


What do I think? 


I am more convinced of the value of the turns fraction squared approach but 
still not happy with ANY of the simulations as good predictors of reality. 


Folks, am I doing something wrong in my simulations? What are YOUR 
thoughts?

My most successful method of teaching CW (off and on for 30 years) is to 
encourage the students to S-P-E-L-L O-U-T T-H-E W-O-R-D-S 
C-O-M-P-L-E-T-E-L-Y when sending the code...from beginning start until they 
are over 25 wpm. In the classroom and Especially when they get on the air. 
(I still do just that in all my QSO's and my speed is over 55 wpm on a good 
day...usually 25 to 35 wpm) 


I find this not only keeps them from worrying about some "made up" 
abbreviation of others, it ALSO allows them to anticipate easy words, relax 
and let their mind catch up to be ready for the next "unknown" character. 


Also, as we progress past 8 wpm, I use a programmable keyer (AEA CK-1) that 
allows me to key in the code speed desired. Sooooo, as we are sending over a 
30 minute period, I creep up the code speed about 1 wpm every other 
transmission. 


I also instruct my class to relax, don't worry about copying every character, 
just enough to understand what is being sent. Of course, about 11 wpm I send 
them geographical locations, i.e. Constantinople, etc...Hi! 


One more method..the Bell Curve...10 minutes "on," 5 minutes "off" until they 
learn the code and are trying to converse via CW with each other. 


Fun brings relaxation...relaxation brings better retention...and hence faster 
code speeds...and a great enjoyment of CW for now as well as the future. 


GOOD LUCK! If you need code tapes, I probably have a few I'll donate, 
provided you pass them along when you "retire" from teaching CW. Let me know.

I've been tinkering with the DC RX in my HB 17 mtr DSB RX. I wanted to 
knock down some of the high freq audio that was making the receiver a bit 
uncomfortable to listen to. I got good results by just putting a .5 uf cap 
and an 18 K resistor to ground from the input of the audio amp. 


I have a question about the need for shielding around the local oscillators 
in DC receivers. I know this is recommended, but I've found that my DC 
receivers seem to work just fine with little or no shielding around this 
stage. And I just took a look inside my trusty HW-8 and I don't notice any 
shielding around the LO there. 


I know the idea is to keep LO energy from getting into the RX front end, but 
even with really extensive shielding, is it possible to keep an LO that is 
operating just inches away from the front end from from getting energy into 
the front end? 


BTW I had good luck with the 1 watt portable version of my 17 meter DSB rig. 
I took it with me to New York over Thanksgiving and was able to work a 
number of stations out to about 1000 miles. I had some very pleasant, solid 
QSOs. I didn't have much luck when using an end fed half wave, so I went to 
Radio Shack, bought some coax and made a dipole. That worked much better.

I let my test setup (built with drywall screws on a foot-long piece of 2x4, 
BTW) run about two hours more, delivering 80 mA @ 138V (oddly, higher than 
the 132V I measured earlier). That's about 11W DC. The input transformer 
got quite warm, but I was still able to rest my palm on it indefinitely with 
no discomfort. The second transformer became only moderately warm. Based 
on this, and on CW duty cycles, I'd have no concerns using such a setup to 
provide up to 15W key-down DC input (at 100 mA the voltage only dropped to 
136V). It would certainly provide 7-8W for a QRP gallon without breaking a 
sweat.

It was especially hard for me when I was studying 
for the Novice back in 1977. My Elmer really did 
not have enough time with his busy schedule to 
send me Morse Code practice everyday so all I had 
was a cassette tape from the ARRL that was only 1 
hour long. Well you can imagine that it did not 
take very long before I had the whole tape 
memorized. On top of that, I had learned Morse 
Code using a flashlight while a boy scout. Handy 
you say? Nope. I would hear the sounds of the 
letters, convert it to flashes of light in my head 
and then write it down. It took me about a year 
of intense study to break that habit. 


Cw easy? Maybe for some, but certainly not for 
me. 


All I can say from teaching this stuff for over 25 
years is there are many tricks to learning Morse 
and many more for building up the speed. One of 
the tricks I have for my students in my Tech 
classes is learn how the characters sound and then 
everything you see or read sound the letters out. 
You will get some very strange looks from 
strangers, wives, husbands, boyfriends and 
girlfriends but hey everyone thinks ham radio 
operators are strange anyway, dont they? This 
method will prove it. 


For building speed there is nothing like a good CW 
contest. It will be tough in the beginning if you 
are only at 5 wpm and most of the stations in the 
contest will be doing 30+ but I have found that 
most will slow down for you and before you know it 
you too will be up to that 30+ bracket. 


I used the 1990 IARU HF Championship contest to 


boost my code speed from about 20 wpm to up over 
40 and believe it or not it was really fun and 
easy. Unfortunately with non-use that has slipped 
a fair bit but I don't think it will be very hard 
to get the speed back where i want it to be.

I believe the reason that 5 wpm is a stumbling block and hard is because it 
is really the wrong speed to learn code at. It is too slow, at that speed 
you learn dits and dahs and not the real sound of the letter. But alas that 
is the way most of us learned and still learn...and teach.

It was especially hard for me when I was studying 
for the Novice back in 1977. My Elmer really did 
not have enough time with his busy schedule to 
send me Morse Code practice everyday so all I had 
was a cassette tape from the ARRL that was only 1 
hour long. Well you can imagine that it did not 
take very long before I had the whole tape 
memorized. On top of that, I had learned Morse 
Code using a flashlight while a boy scout. Handy 
you say? Nope. I would hear the sounds of the 
letters, convert it to flashes of light in my head 
and then write it down. It took me about a year 
of intense study to break that habit. 


Cw easy? Maybe for some, but certainly not for 
me. 


All I can say from teaching this stuff for over 25 
years is there are many tricks to learning Morse 
and many more for building up the speed. One of 
the tricks I have for my students in my Tech 
classes is learn how the characters sound and then 
everything you see or read sound the letters out. 
You will get some very strange looks from 
strangers, wives, husbands, boyfriends and 
girlfriends but hey everyone thinks ham radio 
operators are strange anyway, dont they? This 
method will prove it. 


For building speed there is nothing like a good CW 
contest. It will be tough in the beginning if you 
are only at 5 wpm and most of the stations in the 
contest will be doing 30+ but I have found that 
most will slow down for you and before you know it 
you too will be up to that 30+ bracket. 


> I used the 1990 IARU HF Championship contest to

Well, it seems to me that the idea should ne to teach them to use the 
code, so anything you can do to make that more fun and easier is good. 
You didn't say what level your students are so if they are absolute 
newcomers, I would start with teaching them to copy the code. A 
technique that worked well when I started is to teach a few letters, say 
no more than three, by repeatedly sending them until everyone can copy 
them by sound. Ask them to reinforce this by whistling the characters 
to themselves every time they see them during the week. Then the next 
class send these characters mixed in with other characters to see how 
well they learned. Add three or four more characters and do the same 
thing each week until they have the whole alphabet and numbers down. 
Also include prosigns, they are pretty easy when they have learned the 
other characters. Once you have the class up to say 60 to 75 percent of 
the alphabet, make some tapes of W1AW code practice at 5 wpm and play 
then for the class to copy. 


You should grade them on their performance. After all, the objective is 
to copy the code, not guess at it. Use some practice exams of the type 
they will have to take for a license to judge their performance. 


As far as a project, a keyer is nice, nut a code practice oscillator is 
better!

We made a schedule with her dad and this YL with no license carried ona 
coherrent conversation with her father, on her own, at speeds of between 
10 and 13 wpm. This was accomplished in ten days. And she had never 
touched a key until the day of the qso. 


The point is that if you are motivated or learn the code under the 
influence, you can go from zip to 13 wpm in ten days. Maybe not the one 
minute written copy with no characters missing required in the 60's but 
certainly adquate to "quess" the answers to several multiple choice 
questions for the CW test today.

Rather than have access to all frequencies by 
getting a General, students perceived the Extra as too great an 
obstacle.

It was worse than that - the rules at the time required you to have been 
a licensed ham for two years before you were eligible for an Extra 
license, so the majority of members of a typical school club couldn't 
even get one if they wanted to. 


You forgot, however, to mention the Advanced license, which was 
introduced as part of the incentive licensing scheme. It gave you almost 
all the phone privileges (except for a 25 kHz piece of 75 meters) and a 
reasonable chunk of CW (all but the first 25 kHz of each band). There 
was no time restriction on Advanced; you could get it as your first 
license if you wanted to. And, given the testing structure of the time, 
it was right for anyone testing for General to actually sign up for the 
Advanced test; if you failed the Advanced element (which was given last) 
but passed the others, you still got a General license. 


In hindsight, a solution might have been to grandfather existing General 
licenses to Advanced. That would have given the General holders most of 
what they had previously had (rather than losing a huge chunk of the 

bands, as actually happened), while providing a bit of incentive to upgrade.

The Advanced Class License was not invented during incentive licensing. 
It is probably older than you are! It existed a long time ago, it was 
not much sought after because it conveyed no extra privileges!

The requirement for two years of practical experience beefier you were 
eligible to take the extra class was there because it was felt that 
before you were given full amateur privileges you should have some 
actual experience. QRP was not such a big thing back then, people ran 
higher power than we do today, 400 or 500 watts was common. You could 
die from that if you didn't know what you were doing! Transistors, at 
least power devices were in their infancy back then, 1000 VDC supplies 
were more common!

At least with a DC xtransceiverx design, there's a solid reason for 
providing shielding around the LO section. During key-down, there's likely 
to be stray RF current flowing inside the transmitter. If this current is 
flowing through the LO section it can be viewed as shifting the effective 
impedances of the LO's frequency-determining components. In other words, 
the LO will ‘pull' on key-down. 


Here's a test for this effect in a DC transceiver: 


1) Using a dummy load, note the pitch of your transmitter's output as 
monitored on a separate receiver. 

2) Switch to an antenna and tuner and vary the tuner settings. If the signal 
pitch varies appreciably, you're seeing this stray current at work. [This 
presumes you've already taken the necessary 'good-practice' steps- buffering 
and voltage regulation. ] 


There were any number of DC VFO transceiver designs published in the 70s and 
80s, and if you looked at the design closely, there was no deliberate means 
of providing the customary T-R offset of 700-800 Hz. This offset was 
effectively provided by stray current effects, and not too surprisingly, 
these designs were often prone to pulling or chip due to layout 
considerations and wave-shaping timing. As for reproduceability of results- 
let's just call it an ‘experimenter's paradise’. 


FWIW- The late Doug deMaw had published a number of these designs during the 
abovementioned era, and he was a firm proponent of VFO shielding. I don't 
think he ever explained the underlying mechanism but I could be wrong. He 
did note that a LO/frequency doubler scheme eliminated much of the 
difficulty, but without going into detail. Along the same lines, this 
problem is 

markedly reduced by the use of a heterodyne (pre-mixed) LO and for the same 
reasons.

Second, amateur radio licensing has in the past been compared to FAA 
pilot licenses. There's an important distinction. Whereas pilots may pose 
a serious risk to life and property of themselves and others, amateur 
radio operators likely do not. 


For this reason, all pilots are required to pass both a written knowledge 
test, a practical test including an oral examination, as well as a 
demonstrating of flying skills. IN ADDITION, they are required to undergo 
recurrent training, in order to ensure their skills and knowledge are 
maintained. 


Amateur radio just isn't as important on that scale. 


>5. What started this was an Extra Class Ham, demonstrating NO knowledge of 
>basic theory, which one would expect even a Novice or Technician to have. 


While perhaps sad, instead of berating the individual for lacking basic 
knowledge, we should take the opportunity to open an avenue of learning. 


So long as someone is reaching out to learn, we shouldn't slap the hand 
back. 


>That "ham" whines that she/he needs "elmering." The Elmering 
>should have taken place BEFORE the Extra Exam! 


I disagree. Amateur radio is a large, multi-faceted hobby. One can be 
technically adept, but inexperienced in certain aspects. I've held an 
Extra class license for 21 years (yes, the old FCC examiner type), yet 


I'm still learning. I appreciate the time other hams take to educate me 
about some topic. Just this summer, I learned a heck of a lot about 
baluns. Much of that I owe to W8JI, who helped to identify and correct my 
misconceptions. 


So, elmering can happen any time in your ham "carreer". There's no end. 
That's part of what makes it a great hobby.

>"Extra" class, you will be expected to have the knowledge concomitant with

According to the rules for the DXCC, WAS and WAC 
awards and those of the General Certification 
Rule, you must have the confirmations in hand 
before applying for the awards of QRPARCI. The 
only exception is the QRP-25 Award which only 
requires that you work 25 or more club members. 
Confirmations are not required for the QRP-25 
Award. The confirmation requirement is one of the 
things that separates the new ARRL QRP DXCC from 
our DXCC Award. Our award requires the confirm and 
it is endorsable while the ARRL QRP DXCC does not 
and is not endorsable. 


The GCR list is something that simply states that 
2 licensed amateurs of at least General Class or 
higher have in fact seen your QSL cards and 
certify, with their signatures, that you do 
qualify for the award applied for. A GCR is not to 
be used for certifying that you only have the 
station recorded in a logbook. 


It is also important to send along with your 
application, a list of stations confirmed in 
callsign order. I do review these lists and I do 
recognize many of the DX callsigns listed on most 
applications. Many applicants send me copies of 
the QSL cards. This works best. Remember to 
include copies of both sides if it is a 2 sided 
QSL. Besides it is fun to see who worked and 
confirmed what station. 


I strongly DO NOT recommend that you send me the 
original QSL card. I cannot and will not be 
responsible for originals sent in with an 
application. I lost about 150 QSL's many years 
ago that were sent in for endorsement on my ARRL 
DXCC certificate. They were never received by the 
ARRL and have not been found to this date. The 
cards were not replaceable. That is 150 countries 
I had to work all over again and get QSL's from.

The interesting thing is that at the same time most American 
manufacturers were starting to struggle along came Ten Tec. The company 
was founded in 1968, I believe, and has survived and is doing well 
nowadays. Granted, their main business is government/commercial 
equipment and enclosures, but their ham line is stronger than ever. MFJ 
also came along not much later and has what appears to be a thriving 
business. 


We seem to have seen a resurgence in American ham radio manufacturing in 
recent years. SGC, a long time marine and commercial manufacturer, 
entered the ham market and stayed. Numerous small companies have 
cropped up (Patcomm for rigs, M2 for antennas, Elecraft for kit rigs, 
etc...) and seem to be surviving. 


If you make a quality product at a good price people will buy it. Why 
is Kachina out of the ham market for the second time? They made a good 
product, but their price was seriously undercut by Ten Tec. Granted, 
the Kachina rig may have been better than the Ten Tec Pegasus, but it 
wasn't better enough to justify the price to enough people. 


I think the health of ham radio manufacturing is tied to the overall 
health of the economy and the number of active hams interested in the 
equipment. If you want American ham rigs grow the hobby. The ARRL has 
long failed to market the hobby effectively, though they are clearly 
trying to reach out to young people in schools today, and I commend them 
for the effort. 


People have to be interested in the hobby first to become motivated 
enough to get any license. The relative difficulty or ease of acquiring 
the license has, IMHO, very little to do with it. Even if the tests 
today are easier and the bar has been lowered, it still takes some 
effort. There has to be motivation there for someone to make the effort 
and take the time. 


I think the so-called Novice Enhancement of the mid ‘80s and the 
reduction of the code requirement should have taught us all (most 
especially the ARRL) something: changing the licensing requirements 
does xnot* grow the hobby. The focus has to shift to letting the rest 
of the world know why we enjoy the hobby so much. 


Enough for today. I've got an antenna project on tap for the rest of 
the afternoon.

Bill Coleman wrote: 


> Incentive Licensing was a proposal forwarded initiated by the ARRL 
> in the mid-60s that the FCC adopted, oh, around 1968 ... The intent 
> was to "incent" hams to upgrade to Extra. It didn't work. 


The first phase started on 11-22-1968. I was licensed before incentive 
licensing (I.L.). Most of the anti-I.L. noise was emotional, 
ill-reasoned, hysterical, rabble-rousing by W2NSD to promote 
subscriptions to his little non-technical rag called "73." (In other 
words, it was the typical Wayne Green approach to any topic.) 


I think I.L. worked reasonably well. It certainly prompted me to get 
the Advanced ticket much sooner than I otherwise would (I upgraded at 
the end of high school to better use W4AQL/Ga. Tech that Fall). In the 
late 1970s, I thought the new WARC band priviledges would be 
incentive-based so I decided to get Extra ahead of time (I guessed wrong 
about the WARC bands). 


The I.L. program xshould* have had a grandfather clause so that hams 
would get to keep all their priviledges who had held tickets for, say, 
ten years before 11-22-1968. However, it is just plain silly for hams 
who weren't even licensed at the time the final phase of IL was 
implemented in 1969 to complain about I.L. 


The dubious Conditional licenses of the many past decades, the 
questionable VEC programs of the last 20 years, and the destructuring of 
the license process in 2000 have resulted in U.S. ham licenses being 
superfluous as indicators of proficiency. Learning 5 wpm code is a far 
greater task for most people than is passing the Extra written exam. 

Why not just have a "code" and a "no-code" license as the only two 
classes? When code is dropped in the future, there would be only one 
class. That would represent the ultimate reversal of incentive 
licensing.

I am busy stuffing the board on my K10 keyer. The schematic 

says that i should have two 2n222's for switching. Two transistors 
came with the kit...one is a 2n7000 which is a mosfet switching 
transistor and the other is labelled as follows: 


S442 
89 F 
8248 (maybe 824B?) 


Both are in TO-92 cases 
Can the 2n7000 be used as a direct replacement for the 2n222? 
Does anyone have a clue as to what the second transistor is? 


Also, the circuit uses a 78L05 regulator with the schematic calling 

for 1 m£ caps running form the both the input and the output of the 
output of the VR to gnd.

These caps were missing form the kit (actually, I found two 891 pf 

I am planning on 

running battery power exclusively so I do not think that i will be hurt 
if I leave the caps out. Alternative, I have some .1mf caps in the 
junk box and i could use those. Reactance to ground should be 

an order of magnitude greater meaning les AC will get shunted but 

this should not be a concern if i am using battery power.

Agree with much of what you say, especially WRT "73" magazine, but can't 
agree that there is no longer any difference in the requirements for the 
various classes. 


The General test does require more knowledge than the Technician, and the 
current Extra requires a good deal more knowledge than the General. The new 
Extra test material coming into effect this coming year will undoubtedly be 
tougher still. This is as it should be. 


I actually am one who suspects that the 5wpm test standard may be one of the 
worst things that ever happened to the adoption of CW. If I were king, I 
would allocate the Novice CW HF space to people who are trying to learn code 
and when they achieve something between 13 and 20 wpm they would earn access 
to more band privileges. I'm not holding my breath for this, expect that 
we'll see even 5 wpm dropped, but at least those who want to learn CW will 
work to achieve "useful" speed rather than getting caught up practicing for 
just 5wpm. The way to get people using code usefully is to get them on the 
air as soon as possible and perhaps restrict them to a practice space so 
they don't create too much QRM for more skilled folks. 

The history of the hobby has shown that lots of elmer types will always 
gladly step in and slow down to help a newbie get started. 


I still think it is appropriate that some band space be preserved for more 
experienced hams; both out of respect to their achievements and to allow 
their operation to be more effective. But there is nothing sacred about CW 
skill these days, maybe we should base advancement on a variety of on-air 
achievements; contest achievements, time on the air, demonstrated 
proficiency in various modes, public service communications, as well as 
written tests. 


As for me, I teach kids at the Junior and Senior High school level. They 
work toward their Tech w/ code, build an SW+40 and a P-Tick Keyer, learn 
basic electronics and radio theory, and get on the air with a radio they 
built. Code is certainly the toughtest challenge for them, but I think that 
is partly a psychological result of an attitude that it is irrelevant today. 
I think I do pretty well to demonstrate that it is still useful, but I'm 
constantly trying to figure out how better to impart the fun of it.

Bill Coleman wrote: 


> Incentive Licensing was a proposal forwarded initiated by the ARRL 
> in the mid-60s that the FCC adopted, oh, around 1968 ... The intent 
> was to "“incent" hams to upgrade to Extra. It didn't work. 


The first phase started on 11-22-1968. I was licensed before incentive 
licensing (I.L.). Most of the anti-I.L. noise was emotional, 
ill-reasoned, hysterical, rabble-rousing by W2NSD to promote 
subscriptions to his little non-technical rag called "73." (In other 
words, it was the typical Wayne Green approach to any topic.) 


I think I.L. worked reasonably well. It certainly prompted me to get 
the Advanced ticket much sooner than I otherwise would (I upgraded at 
the end of high school to better use W4AQL/Ga. Tech that Fall). In the 
late 1970s, I thought the new WARC band priviledges would be 
incentive-based so I decided to get Extra ahead of time (I guessed wrong 
about the WARC bands). 


The I.L. program xshould* have had a grandfather clause so that hams 
would get to keep all their priviledges who had held tickets for, say, 
ten years before 11-22-1968. However, it is just plain silly for hams 
who weren't even licensed at the time the final phase of IL was 
implemented in 1969 to complain about I.L. 


The dubious Conditional licenses of the many past decades, the 
questionable VEC programs of the last 20 years, and the destructuring of 
the license process in 2000 have resulted in U.S. ham licenses being 
superfluous as indicators of proficiency. Learning 5 wpm code is a far 
greater task for most people than is passing the Extra written exam. 

Why not just have a "code" and a "no-code" license as the only two 
classes? When code is dropped in the future, there would be only one 
class. That would represent the ultimate reversal of incentive 
licensing.

The point of reducing LO leakage in DC receivers is to keep hum down when 
you're operating near AC power. (And when are we NOT near AC power, except 
way out in the boonies?) The LO leakage gets into the power lines, is 
modulated by the 60 Hz, and is picked back up in the receiver. 


I've had plenty of experience with this in the KK7B R2 class receivers - 
another big source of radiation is your headphone or speaker lead, and I 
needed to use shunt capacitors (.1 uF) and inductance ( both leads wrapped 
aS a pair around a ferrite toroid) to keep the leakage down; otherwise I'd 
get hum if my 'phone leads got too close to my fluorescent lamp on the desk.

Most likely a board was never done up for this keyer, it's of vintage when 
board layouts weren't as common as today. It wouldn't take long to layout a 
board for this keyer though and if a dozen or so people wanted one, having 
FAR Circuits make a few wouldn't cost a whole lot. (not that I'm 
voluntering for the job..) 


I would recommend that anyone building this keyer use 10% tantalum caps 
for the timing caps. Aluminum Electrolitics have a wide tololerance 
variation which could result in having to trim the timing resistors quite a 
bit to get the dot, dash and space lenghts in the proper ratios. In 
addition, tantalums will work better in the type of timing circuit used 
here than aluminums.

FAR circuits DID make up a PCB for this keyer for me some time back. I sent 
photocopied artwork gleaned from Wes, redrew it for photo-cleanliness, Fred 
lost it, then made new artwork based on the schematic. In his Nov 5, 1991 
catalog, Fred calls it "QST Nov. 71 Keyer" for $5.25. Not sure if there was 
much interest in it besides me, or if he listed it at any later time. He 
may still have the artwork for it. Caution: the pads for the keying 
transistors are a mirror image. You will have to mount the transistors on 
the foil side of the PCB. 


An updated near identical circuit also from FAR is the QRP TLC keyer from 


Jan 90 Ham Radio. I like that one, it uses TLC 555 ICs (very low current 
drain), and allows you to mount a homebuilt paddle ON BOARD. Real cute! 

The paddle is made out of glass epoxy board with whatever paddle you wish to 
use (I used 1/8" lexan sheet) and screw/metal spacer contact. Much like the 
Whiterook paddle. The keyer has on-board reed relay option, so you can key 
anything from a Tuna Tin II to the Titantic. 


Hope this helps everyone who would like to build these 2 classic keyers.

Most likely a board was never done up for this keyer, it's of vintage when 
board layouts weren't as common as today. It wouldn't take long to layout 


board for this keyer though and if a dozen or so people wanted one, having 
FAR Circuits make a few wouldn't cost a whole lot. (not that I'm 
voluntering for the job..) 


I would recommend that anyone building this keyer use 10% tantalum caps 
for the timing caps. Aluminum Electrolitics have a wide tololerance 
variation which could result in having to trim the timing resistors quite 


bit to get the dot, dash and space lenghts in the proper ratios. In 
addition, tantalums will work better in the type of timing circuit used 
here than aluminums.
